The District Justice, in his case stated, 
said that a legal discussion took place as to 
the onus of proof, the State Solicitor arguing 
that in the absence of satisfactory evidence 
that the goods had not been smuggled, the 
District Justice was bound to convict, and 
the solicitor for the defendants contending 
that the onus of proof still remained with 
the prosecator. : 

The case had been adjourned for the 
opinion of the High Court on the question 
whether the District Justice should adopt 
the reasoning of the High Court of Northern 
[reland in the case of McBirney and McHenry 
v. the Justices of County Armagh that the 
mere finding of the goods, which did not

THE ONUS OF PROOF

SCHEME in connection with the Aran- 
A more Island Disaster Trust F und, now 
amounting to £17,316, was approved. 

The trustees of the fund are—The Most 
Rev. Dr. MacNeely, Bishop of Raphoe; the 
Rev. John McAteer, P.P.; District Justice 
Sean O’Hanrahan, Major Sproule Myles, T.D. ; 
Michael Og McFadden, T. .} Hugh Doherty 
and Dr. F. Gallagher. - 

Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. Frank Sweeny (instructed by Messrs. 
J... Burke and Co.), for the Attorney- 
General, said that the scheme had been. most 
carefully considered by the Attorney-General’s 
advisers, and it would, the Attorney-Cieneral 
felt, commend itself to the Court as calevlated’ 
to make the best use of the fund subscribed. 
in the interests of the persons, both old and 
young, who were dependants and were 
bereaved by the tragic deaths of those lost in 
the disaster. 

He was instructed to express, on behalf cf 

the Attorney-General, the latter’s high appre- 
ciation of the generous action of the Most 
Rev. Dr. MacNeely and the other gentlemen 
associated with him in consenting to under- 
take the trusteeship of the fund, The pre- 
paration of such a scheme as that before the 
Court involved both time and difficulty, The 
first difficulty to be overcome was that of 
finding a body of gentlemen who not only 
were willing to act in a trusteeship which 
was no sinecure, but who resided near to the 
district concerned, and had an intimate know 
ledge of the conditions prevailing there. 
_The few additional months that had elapsed 
since the matter first came before the Court 
had been well spent, and had, with the 
assistance afforded to all the parties by Mr. 
Justice Gavan Duffy, gesulted in a scheme 
which, counsel thought, would—as far as 
money could do so—secure to the bereaved 
relatives the support and means of livelihood 
of which they had been deprived by the 
terrible disaster, In the meanwhile provision 
had been made for the immediate require- 
ments of the dependants by the orders made 
by the Court fron: time to time. 

Mr. R. McGonigal (instructed by ~ Mr. 
Francis Gallagher), for the trustees, explained 
that a certain proportion of the sums allocated 
in each case under the scheme would be paid 
forthwith. ‘The balance would be invested in 
trustee securities, the income from which 
would be paid monthly to the dependants, 


THE PROVISIONS 


The scheme provides that £1,000 be allo- 
cated to Patrick Gallagher, the sole survivor 
of the disaster; £2,450 to Mrs. Annie 
Gallagher and family; £2,000 to Mrs: Grace 
O’Donnell and family ; £2,000 to Mrs. Madge 
Ward and family; £1,500 to Michael and 
Una Gallagher and family; £1,450 to Mrs. 
Hannah Gallagher and family; £1,400 to 
Brigid O'Donnell and family living with her; 
£1,350 to Michael and Nellie Gallagher and 
family; £1,250 to Mrs. Madge Leonard and 
family ; £1,250 to Patrick Rodgers and family. 
Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that the 


tragic disaster was still fresh in the public 
mind. - The men who died left some fifty 
dependants. The public had responded ex- 
ceedingly generously to the appeal, and the

POSSESSION DECREE 
GRANTED 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 
Tt Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land 


Trast sought an ejectment order on 

title i maos Edward Adair from the 
cottage, 50 The Demesne, Killester, by virtue 
of the statutory powers, as determined by 
a recent Supreme Court decision in the case 
of Casey and others versus the Irish Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Land Trust. 

Mr. Overend, K.C., and Mr. J. J. Kelly 
(instructed by Messrs. J. H. Montgomery 
and Sons) appeared for the Trust. 

Mr. J. Farrell (instructed by Mr. J. H. 
Dixon) appeared for the defendanx. 

Mr. Overend said that under the Irish 
Sailors and Soldiers [rust Act, 1919, incor- 
porating certain provisions of the Labourers 
Acts, an agreement was entered into in March. 
1923, with Edward Adair for this cottage as 
a weekly tenant. He continued as tenant 
until a decision of the Supreme Court, which 
held that no rent could be charged under 
the Trust, and that a statute of free contract 
did not authorise the payment of any rent. 
There was a suggestion that the tenants under 
the Trust were owners in fee, and, 
alternatively, owners for life. The result was 
that a number of men in possession proceeded 
to deal with the property as if they were 
tenants for life. The -question was again 
raised in the case of Callan and Duggan, 
and the Supreme Court decided that the legal 
ownership was in the Trust as owners. Since 
the Supreme Court had given that decision 
it was clear that Adair had no ownership, 
equitable or otherwise. ' 
served on the defendant’s wife for possession 
on the 11th of last June. 


“WAS STILL TENANT” 


For the deferice, it was contended that, 
although Adair was not living with his wife, 
and was actually residing at 68 Bride street, 
he was still the tenant of the cottage in 
question. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. P. Hunt, Inspector 
for the Trust, in evidence, stated that he in- 
terviewed the defendant in April last, and 
that the latter told him that if Mrs. Adair 
left the cottage he would occupy it again and 
bring his children with him. In his (wit- 
ness’s) opinion if Adair had possession at 
that time and kept the place in proper order 
there would be no more about it. He had 
never suggested that in correspondence to the 
defendant. 

Edward Adair, in answer to Mr. Farrell, 
said that he had occupied the house from 
March, 1923, and paid a rent of 16s, a week, 
which was reduced to 9s. until the decision 
of the Legget case in 1955. He did not re- 
member Colonel Hunt telling him that he 
could get back to the house. He was still 
willing to resume occugation of the house if 
the Trust would allow him to do so. 

The judge gave a decree to possession, and 
at the request of Mr. Farrell put a stay on 
its execution, in the event,of Adair being ad- 
vised to appeal.

IIE fire was accidental—arson or other malicious origin can be 


definitely negatived. 


Owing to the absence of satisfactory evidence a definite cause 
cannot be assigned for the outbreak. 


At no time on the night in question was there available in the 
»ydrants in Pearse street an adequate supply of water at a sufficient 
pressure for extinguishing the fire ; there was sufficient pressure from 
i hydrant near Westland row, but not sufficient in itself to combat 


the fire as a whole. 


The steps taken to extinguish the fire were not efficient. There 
vas grave lack of efficiency on the part of the Fire Brigade and the 
\Vaterworks Department of the Dublin Corporation. 


The circumstances in which Firemen Robert Malone, 
Peter McArdle and Thomas Nugent lost their lives were due to 
the unusual and unexpected nature of the fire, and the sudden 


and violent explosions in the premises. 


A contributory cause 


of the Joss of life was the absence of a proper and adequate . 


water supply from the Pearse street hydrants. 


The absence of 


that supply may fairly be regarded as having caused the men to 
abandon their positions of relative safety on or adjacent to the 
flat roof and to re-enter the building, from which their escape 


was cut off by the explosions. 


These, in short, are the findings of the report which has now 
heen presented by the Tribunal of Inquiry into the fire at 163 and 
|64 Pearse street, Dublin, on the night of 5th October last, when 
three members of the Dublin Fire Brigade lost their lives. 


The Tribunal, which was set up by resolution of Dail Eireann 
passed on 25th November last, was composed of Mr. Martin C. 
Maguire, R.C. (Chairman); Mr. William Ian Bloomer, Assistant 
Chief Engineering Adviser of the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health, and Mr. Wiliam Maguire, Deputy Assistant 


Secretary of the Department of Industry and Commerce.

Not being satisfied as to the cause of 
the fire, the Tribunal is unable to decide 
whether it was caused by negligence on 
the part of any person or persons. The 
fire was rendered more destructive by 
Exide Batteries (Ireland), Ltd., inasmuch 
as large quantities of readily inflammable 
material were left about without due pre- 
caution against fire; the goal gas and 
oxygen cylinders ought to have been stored 
in a place of safety. Where they were 
placed they were a source of grave dange1 
in case of fire, and, in the opinion of the 
Tribunal, contributed largely towards 
rendering the fire more destructive. There 
was no breach of statutory duty by Exide 
Batteries (Ireland), Ltd., but the Tribunal 
is of opinion that a higher degree of care 
than was shown in these matters was 
necessary.

STEPS TAKEN NOT 
EFFICIENT 

There was no lack of provision of ade- 
quate measures for insuring the public 
safety on the part of the Electricity Supply 
Board, the Alliance and Dublin Con. 
sumers’ Gas Company and the Garda 
Siochana. 

The steps taken to extinguish the fire 
were not efficient. There was, says the 
Tribunal, grave lack of efficiency on the part 
(A) of the Fire Brigade, and (B) of the 
Waterworks Department of the Dublin 
Corporation. 

As to the Fire Brigade—although all 
the officers and firemen acted throughout 
with great gallantry and personal 
bravery, there was a lack of proper super. 
vision, direction and control on the sy 
of the two senior officers of the Fire 
Brigade over their own men. Neither of the 
said officers exercised any control over the 
activities of the turncock on duty with the 
Brigade, nor did they make any effort to 
check his work with a view to obtaining 
a proper supply of water. They had not 
an adequate knowledge of the water 
services, including the lay-out of the 
mains, valves and hydrants in the city 
water supply. 

As to the Waterworks Department— 
the Tribunal says that the system of o- 
ordinating the waterworks and Fire 
Brigade services during the hours of 
restricted water pressure was liable to 
breakdown, and in fact broke down, in 
connection with the fire. 

The turncock on duty failed or neglected 
to open the valves on the arterial main 
ut Leeson street in proper and sufficient 
time and failed to open the essential valve 
at the junction of Westland Row and 
Pearse istreet connecting the five-inch ser- 
vice main in.

A FIERCE battle was reported to

A Chinese garrison of between 400 and 
500 men who refused to lay down their 
arms are reported to have been virtually 
wiped out in an attack by Japanese 
bombing machines and infantry.

G.M.T. to-day) fast approaching, it is 
realised that the crucial hour for the Far 
East is at hand. Failure to comply with 
the Japanese demands will entail action 
by Japan which, in the present circum 
stances, may start a conflict beyond 
localisation. 

The Japanese concession in Tientsin 
looks like a war camp, with sandbag and 
barbed wire barricades everywhere, while 
tin hatted Japanese soldiers continually 
patrol the streets, where all traffic, except 
trams, 1s stopped.

ae WALTER DARRE, 

the 42 years old Minister of 
Agriculture, who was educated at 
King’s College School, Wimbledon, 
and General Hermann Goering, head 
of the four years plan, yesterday 
made a fresh bid to secure adequate 
food supplies for Germany during the 
coming winter, says a Reuter Berlin 
telegram. 

They jointly issued a decree 
mobilising the nation’s entire wheat 
and rye crops for bread supplies. 
Under this decree German farmers 
will have to hand over to the authori- 
ties their entire harvest, except such 
quantities as are needed for feeding 
the farmer’s own family and his farm 
hands. 

Representatives of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture will decide what quantities are to 
be allowed to the farmer for this purpose. 


GENERAL HERMANN GOERING. 


Officials of the State Grain Association 
will supervise all farms, and any farmer 
found using bread grain for feeding 
poultry, or other purposes than those 
permitted, will be subjected to penalties. 


BAN ON DISTILLERS 


Throughout the past six months 
distillers have been forbidden to purchase 
wheat and rye for the production of 
alcoholic drinks, 

Yesterday’s decree is part of a hard 
battle which Herr Darre and General 
Goeting are fighting against two bad 
grain harvests and the resistance of 
some peasants to State interference. 

This year’s winter sowing has suffered 
from extreme cold, and the summer crop 
has been damaged by hail and rain. Last 
year the two crops totalled, in the case 
of rye, about 5,000,000 tons, of which 1.6 
million tons were retained by the farmers 
for their cwn uses. 

Wheat last year totalled about 1,000,000 
tons, of which the peasants delivered up 
only about 400,000 tons, eating part of 
the remainder themselves and feeding part 
of it to their pigs. 

In order to maintain supplies of wheat 
Herr Darre has imported in the first six 
months of this year ten times the quantity 
imported in the corresponding period last 
year, or about 600,000 tons. 

Yesterday’s decree seems to indicate 
that even these large imports have not 
been sufficient. Nor is fhe battle for 
bread the only food problem. 


GENERAL POSITION 


The position with regard to other food. 
stuffs may be summarised as tollows:— 

Milk. Butter and Eggs—All have to be 
surrendered to central boards for distri. 
bution throughout the country. In several 
cases farmers who fed milk to pigs or made 
secret stores of butter have been sent to 
concentration camps. 

Potatoes and other vegetables plentiful. 

Lard strictly controlled. Housewifes 
are allowed about 2 oz. a fortnight. 

Meat supplies sre under control, but 
are at present adequate. 

Grumbling among the farmers as a ;e:ult 
of State intervention has been met by 
General Goering and Herr Darre with 
fresh appeals, ) 

Last December Herr Darre told a meet- 
ing of farmers at Goslar that there must 
be ‘‘stricter discipline’’ among the 
peasants, while a few weeks earlier 
General Goering had made a fervent 
appeal to the peasants to co-operate. 

‘* Feeding grain to pigs,” he bluntly 
declared, “'is high treason. I shall not 
shrink from any measures to secure our 
self-sufficiency.”

Special trains were running to Belfast 
all over the Great Northern system to-day 
carrying police, military and parties of 
the British Legion. To-morrow twenty 
special trains will run to Balmoral alone, 
most of them carrying boys and girls to 
the great Youth parade. Additional 
specials will run from Clones, Cookstown, 
the ey Jo Valley, Newcastle, Larne, 
Cavan, Londonderry, Newry, Enniskillen 
and Bundoran. There will be only one 
special from Dublin in the early morning, 
but it will carry over six hundred 
passengers. 

Four thousand “ B ”' Specials arrived 
in Belfast to-day and are being housed 
in schools and other institutions.

NIGHT SPENT ON YACHT 


AT STRANRAER 


The King and Queen left Euston by the 
Royal train at 1.45 yesterday afternoon 
for Stranraer, on their way to Belfast. 
They boarded the Royal Yacht Victoria 
and Albert in Stranraer Harbour and slept 
on board, 

The Victoria and Albert will leave early 
this morning for Belfast Lough, where 
she will be met by the destroyer Exmouth, 
which is to carry Their Majesties up the 
river to Donegall quay. 

The King. and Queen arrived at Euston 
seven or eight minutes before the train 
was due to leave. The Queen wore a dress 
and hat of powder blue, with a pink band, 
The King wore a blue lounge suit, with a 
aon shirt and collar, and carried a bowler 
iat. 

Their Majesties were received at the 
station by Sir Josiah Stamp (Chairman) 
and Mr. E. J. H. Lemon (Vice-President) 
of the L.M.S. The King and Queen stood 
on the platform talking to Sir Josiah for 
five minutes before entering their coach. 
The King then walked along the corridor, 
threw his hat on a table, and returned to 
the side of the Queen, who was waving to 
the onlookers outside. 

The Royal train consisted of nine 
coaches, and Their Majesties’ compart- 
ment was decorated with red carnations.

Yesterday at dawn, for the fourth suc-

BROADCASTING IN 
INDIA

The Times in an editorial article to- 
day ón the future possibilities and the 
present defects of broadcasting in India 
remarks :—There seems to be a very strong 
case for early transfer of the control of 
Indian broadcasting from the Government 
to an independent corporation of officials 
and non-officials, established on lines 
similar to those of the B.B.C. Central 
Advisory Boards of Officials, and there is 
no reason to apprehend any really serious 
obstacle to the formation of such a body. 
But it is first essential for the Government 
of India, or any organisation to whom 
they- may delegate the control of broad- 
casting, to decide what their objective is 
to be. Is an Indian broadcasting service 
to be merely a commercial enterprise? In 
that case it is likely to cater mainly for 
the townsman, who alone can afford wire- 
less licences. Is it, on the other hand, to 
be educational? If so, the problem must 
be tackled in quite a different way. Much 
more must be spent on broadcasting; and 
its chief appeal must be addressed to the 
Indian peasantry. 

In the opinion of men who are well 
acquainted with Indian rural conditions 
the experiment is well worth trying. 
When properly approached, Indian 
village audiences are receptive enough. 
They appreciate any relief from the mono- 
tony of their drab and laborious lives, 
and their appreciation may enable them 
to escape in increasing numbers from the 
local or sectarian feuds which often reflect 
no .more than impatient boredom to a 
wider conception of their needs and duties, 
‘The means whereby broadcasting can be 
“developed to this end in the Indian 
countryside, the gradual transfer of 
control from the centre to provinces, or 
even districts, the problem of financing 
this new and. most potent educative 
process—all these problems must obviously 
be carefully studied before decisions are 
taken. But the example of Russia, where 
even vaster distances, worse communi- 
cations and an equal confusion of tongues 
have not prevented the Soviet Government 
_ from bringing broadcasting into the daily 
lives of its subjects to an extent never 
even imagined a decade ago, is an object 
lesson to doubters. Russian errors— 
inherent in the Communist conception of 
“the almighty State—need not be copied. 
Russia’s successes deserve to be studied, 
and where possible imitated. But if 
educative broadcasting is to become a 
force for good in Indian life, it is neces- 
“sary to make it as independent as pos 
sible, and to bear in mind that the almost 
inevitable unpopularity of its control by 
a Government which miultitudes of its 
- subjects still regard as alien may induce 
many Indians to turn their attention to 
the often unfriendly propaganda broad 
cast so lavishly by the various dictator-

SUICIDE 


Cardigan, who died as the result of 
injuries sustained in falling from a 
seventh-floor window, of the Savoy ‘Hotel, 
London, on Saturday night. the Coroner (Mr.

HUSBAND'S EVIDENCE 


In the course of his evidence Lord Cardigan 
stated that his wife had lived with him at 
Banbury road, Oxford. She had not been in 
robust health, had been depressed and 
neurotic, and had slept badly. 

“The Coroner—Were you and 
frendly together 7— Yes; we were. 
 Jiad she ever spoken of suicide ?—Yes. 

But you did not take it seriously, I 
suppose ?—1l did not know how to take it. I 
had heard her speak of it. yes 
“Continuing, Lord Cardigan said that his 
wife left home at-midday on “ail, 22 and told 
nobody where she was going. They had in- 
tended to go to the Royal garden party at 
Buckingham Palace, but she told him that 
she did not feel up to it, so he went alone. 
He did not know where she was going. 

The Coroner—Has she ever done that 
before?—No; she has always told me or left 
a note or something. 

Had you a quarrel ?—None at all. 

I had a letter from her jon Friday, said 
Lord Cardigan, that rather alarmed me, and 
I notified the police to find out where she 
was. The letter was written on my own 
notepaper, and the only information I gleaned 
from it as to her whereabouts was the Lon- 
don postmark. 5 tigh 

Lord Cardigan added that his wife's 
mother committed suicide. 


AT THE HOTEL 


Sergeant Albert Nichol (the Coroner’s 
officer) said that Lady Cardigan went to the 
Savoy Hotel last Thursday and engaged a 
snite of rooms at the back. She had a good- 
sized bag with her. She went to her room, 
and no one was able to see her. She locked 
the bedroom door, and had nothing to eat 
all Thursday and Friday. She repeatedly 
asked for drink, and the hotel authorities 
became alarmed. She had told them that 
she had been ill, and had come from South 
Africa. They sent up Dr. Gordon, and he 
spoke to her through the locked door. Her 
speech was a little blurred. She said that 
she had taken something and wanted to 
sleep. Later she telephoned down for soup 
and toast, and brandy and soda. 

Describing how he found the room after- 
wards, the sergeant said: ‘‘ It was in.a state 
of chaos. I found that the pillows were 
steeped with blood. The window-sill inside 
and out had blood marks on them where she 
got out of the window and steadied herself, 
A brandy bottle which she had taken with 
her was smashed to fragments, as were also 
glass things in the room, such as a water 
bottle. A large box of biscuits was beside 
the bed, and the biscuits were crushed to 
powder, as if somebody had jumped on them 
in a frenzy. Tablets were found in the bed, 
and near them was an empty bottle of benze- 
drine. A safety razor blade was on the dress- 
ing table, with two notes. . 

Police Constable Jackson said that he found 
the Countess lying half in the road. She 
was dressed in a brown slip, a pair of green 


shoes and a wrap. 
MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Dr. Thomas Moreton, house surgeon of 
Charing Cross Hospital, stated that there 
were cuts on Lady Cardigan's wrists—seven 
superficial scratches and two deeper cuts.

The evidence 
showed that the operations of the turn- 
cock staff on the night of the fire were 
most unsatisfactory. Arrangements should 
be made to employ on turncock duty in 
connection with fires a higher standard of 
employé than appears to obtain at present. 
This service requires a greater degree of 
supervision and control, 

(7) The Dublin. Fire Brigade admini. 
stration should be reorganised. 


THE FIRE BRIGADE 


The condition of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade, as disclosed by this and a number 
of recent a fires, calls for immediate 
attention. here is a complete absence 
of staff organisation at,the headquarters 
of the Fire Brigade. The provision of a 
competent and efficient staff organisation 
for the service of the Fire Brigade for the 
control of operations from headquarters is 
geo and should be provided. 

The officers of the Fire Brigade should 
use a greater measure of control and 
organisation in connection with the opera- 
tions of their men at fires. The opera- 
tions of fire-fighting are left too’ much to 
the imitiative and intelligence of the 
ordinary members of the Fire Brigade. 
Closer control and direction of the opera- 
tions of the members of the Fire Brigade 
are essential. A more regular system of 
drills with the officers of the Fire Brigade 
co-operating and taking charge of the pro 
ceedings would help to improve the con- 
ditions of the Fire Brigade. 

THE TURNCOCKS 
The officers of the Fire Brigade should 
have complete control over turncocks who 
attend with the Fire Brigade at fires, The 
two senior officers of the Fire Brigade 
apparently accept the supply of water pro 
vided by the operations ot the turncock, 
whether that supply is adequate or not 
They do not consider themselves called on 
to take any steps to ensure that the turn- 
cock has done everything that is within 
his power, or that the opening of the 
valves at Leeson street Control Station has 
been carried out. Tho officers and men 
should be instructed in the lay-out of the 
city water supply, and a competent 
knowledge of the main features of the city 
water supply in its application to the Fire 
Brigade should be possessed at least by 
the officers. 

The senior officers of the Fire Brigade 
should be afforded opportunities of study- 
ing the systems in operation in other 
cities with a view to maintaining the 
highest standard in both fire-fighting 
equipment and method. 

(8) Government inspection of . Fire 
Brigades. A regular systeny of Govern- 
ment inspection is desirable to ensure the 
maintenance of proper standards of 
efficiency in Fire Brigades. 

(9) Closer co-operation between . the 
Dublin Fire Brigade and the Alliance and 
Dublin Consumers’ Gas Company should 
be secured, 

There should be a regular system pro- 
viding for closer co-operation between 
these bodies for the purpose of ensuring 
the immediate cutting off of the gas in 
premises affected by fire. 

(10) Control of ** dangerous”’ businesses ; 
control of erection, conversion, and user 
of premises ; and amendment of provisions 
of Petroleum Act, 1871. 

Though not strictly within the scope of 
the inquiry, the Tribunal considers that 
the recommendations of the City Manager 
and Town Clerk, in his letter of 15th 
March, 1937, have much to recommend 
them. i 

In conclusion, the members of the 
Tribunal express their great appreciation 
of the very able assistance rendered 
throuthout the inquiry by their secretary, 
Mr. M. Lawless, of the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health.

the application of the Dublin Corporation for 
a loan of £896,000 for the purpose of pro- 
"the an additional water supply íor the 
citv. i 

The present water supply is 20,000,000 
gallons a day, and it is intended to double 
that, said the City Engineer in his evidence. 

Mr. Ignatius J Rice, Law Agent, and Mr. 
Bonass appeared for the Corporation, 

“ We have,” said the City Manager (Mr. 
John P. Keane), “had in the’ past many 
public inquiries into various Corporation 
schemes for the improvement of the city and 
its services, for public health amenities, for 
the housing of the working classes, etc.; but 
[ think I am justified in regarding the present 
inquiry as dealing with the first and most 
vital requirement for the well-being of every 
inhabitant of the city. The . waterworks 
scheme now in contemplation is a work of 
the greatest magnitude, and when completed 
the quantity of water at present at the 
service of the citizens will be more than 
doubled. 

“The story of Dublin’s water supply goes 
back to the year 1244, and the gradual evolu- 
tion of the system is one of the most interest- 
ing phases of Dublin civic history. . Its 
growth from spring and well to cistern, from 
cistern to aqueduct, and from aqueduct to 
mighty embankment: thrown across a valley 
to form a modern reservoir is. but one 
instance of the constant endeavour to keep 
pace with the requirements. of a city whose 
population is now approaching half a million: 


GROWING DEMANDS 


‘The reason for the schéme now before 
you and for the present inquiry is that a few 
years ago it became clear that Dublin’s exist- 
ing sources of water supply in the reservoirs 
at Roundwoed and at Bohernabreena were 
becoming inadequate to cope with the ever- 
growing ‘demands for additional water. 
Following investigation of suitable available 
sources of supply, the River Liffey was 
selected, and advantage taken of the grow- 
ing needs of the Electricity Supply 
Board for additional source of power to co- 
operate with the Board for &A joint ‘hydro- 
electric and water supply scheme originating 
at Poulaphouca. As a result of a mutually 
satisfactory agreement, which is enshrined, in 
the Liffey: Reservoir Act, 1936, both authori- 
ties concerned are now in a position to pro- 
ceed with their respective works, subject to 
the decision of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health on the result of this 
inquiry into the Corporation’s proposals, 

“The City Engineer will deal with the en- 
gineering and financial details of the scheme, 
while the City Accountant will furnish parti- 
culars of the Corporation’s financial position. 
[It is a source of gratification to me to have 
been associated with the City Engineer in 
the development of the proposals now to be 
considered, and with the City Engineer and 
the Law Agent in connection with the final 
negotiations which resulted in the agreement 
between the Electricity Supply Board and the 
Corporation, and in the legislati¥e enactment 
under which the scheme is to be carried out. 
In arriving at these far-reaching and vital 
conclusions, I wish to acknowledge the assist- 
ance received from the special Waterworks 
Sub-Committee which the Corporation set up 
in connection with the Dublin water supply. 


BORROWING 

Mr. J. H. Hutchinson, City Accountant, 
said that he presumed that the required loan 
would be raised by the issue of stock. The 
rateable value of the city on assessable pre- 
mises was returned by the Commissioner of 
Valuation on Ist March last as £2,088,172. 
When certain additions and deductions had 
been made, the margin for borrowing was 
£3,717,946. 

Mr. Harman Ghance, City. Engineer, said 
that the present scheme was the result of the 
efforts of Sir John Purser Griffith and Mr. L. 
J. Kettle, It meant the construction of a 
dam across the Poulaphouca gorge to main- 
tain a height of 615 feet of water, which 
would give the required extra supply to the 
city. The scheme was urgently needed, as 
the requirements of the city at present were 
only just met under the most favourable con- 
ditions. There were parts of the city in- 
sufficiently 7 lied now. 

In reply to Ir. Bloomer, the City Engineer 
said that the work would be done by con- 
tract. He spoke of the difficulty of giving an 
exact estimate owing to the increasing cost of 
materials. Cast-iron pipes, he said, were £6 
4s. a ton last year, £8 10s. in May of this 
year, and now they were £9 13s. 

At present, said Mr. Chance, there was a 
growing demand in trade circles for more 
water, and in one instance there was a re- 
= for a million gallons a day. To meet 
that and other applications they proposed to 
make special arrangements to supp.y canal 
water, but that could not be expected to deal 
with the situation for long. The position 
was so serious that the townships had been 
requested to exercise great care in the disposal 
of water. If there was another abnormal 
bw& like 1893 the condition of affairs would 

e exceedingly grave.

The totas number of accidents notified in 
the yer was 1,253, as compared with 1,231 
in 1932, and 962 in 1034, Fatal accidents 
totalled 19, as compared with 18 in 1935, and 
12 in 1934. The largest number of acci- 
dents recorded was in the locomotive build- 
ing (in the shipbuilding, engineering and 
metal trades group), the total being 158, re- 
presenting 12.6 of the gross total notified in 
all industries. 
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BEET-GROWERS DISSATISFIED 


HIGHER PRICE FOR 
CROP DEMANDED 
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FLAT RATE PAYMENTS 
APPROVED 
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From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 
TUAM, Tuesday. 


ORTY delegates, representative of the 
four sugar factory areas, attended the 


tenth annual conference of the Irish 
Sugar Beet Growers’ Association here to-day. 
The number of growers in the association 
last year was 30,086, an increase of 2,549 on 
the previous year. 

It was stated that the home market for 
pulp was being rapidly developed, and many 
requests had been received for an increase in 
price for this year’s crop. The annual report 
stated that the agreement with the sugar 
company coyered a three years’ period, and 
the considered opinion of the association was 
that the time to press strongly for an increase 
in price wap when negotiating the terms for 
the next contract. 

Mr. Sean Gaynor (Thurles) said that people 
outside the factory areas were overburdened 
with freight charges, which were so heavy 
that they took the blood out of the industry. 

Mr. James Haverty (Tuam) said that 
they could not get the railway com- 
panies to carry the beet for less 
than the present charges, Unless there was a 
reduction in these charges, or the Govern- 
ment or the company gave a subsidy, it 
would be very difficult to have sufficient beet 
grown to keep the factories going, 


A SMALL CROP 

Mr. M. J. Corry, T.D. (Cork), said that 
the crop had not come up to expectations 
this year, and the freightage of Qs. 8d. per 
ton would come heavier than in previous 
years, when they had good crops. It was 
time that some of the profits made by the 
sugar company was passed on to the beet 
growers, 

Mr. P. O'Donoghue (Mallow) said that 
people far away from the factory should be 
encouraged to grow beet. With the increase 
in the price of cattle there was a danger that 
certain farms, especially large farms, would 
go back to grass. 

The Rev. M. Finn, C.C., Ballyhaunis, said 
that 3/s, 6d. per ton was not a fair price 
for beet, and only a slave would accept it. 
Mr. P. W. Desmond (Cork) said that if they 
could not show a profit on the 1937 crop the 
farmers would not grow beet for the 1938 
crop. 

Mr. P. Beegan, T.D., proposed that the 
sugar companies be asked to bear all extra 
charges in excess. of 5s, per ton for beet 
haulage. Mr. J. Seymour (Thurles) seconded. 

Mr. Sean Gaynor (Thurles) said that they 
should look for a minimum price of 35s. per 
ton. This was the time for the farmer to 
make his fight. In future the Executive Com- 
mittee should not enter into a three years 
contract, but should make a contract for one 
year only, 

Mr. J. H. O’Brien (Tuam) said that this 
year's crop had heen almost a failure owing 
to the ravages of the mangold fly. If the 
farmers could not get better prices they 
would not continue to grow beet. The com- 
pany should be requested to give an imme- 
diate increase in the price for the 1937 crop, 


CATTLE DEARER 

Mr. J. Finlay, T.D., said that the farmers 
would not be in a position to pay labour 
unless they got a better price for the crop. 
There had been increases in the prices of 
live stock and other things, and he saw 
no reason why the farmer should be asked 
to grow beet atthe price now offered. Beet 
would. not be grown in the Thurles area at 
37s. 6d. per ton. 

The resolution was passed unanimously, 
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Mr. M. J. Corry, T.D.,, Cork, moved a 
resolution urging the National Executive to 
request the Sugar Company to pay an in- 
creased i for the 1937 crop. He said 
that, unfortuwately, the farmers were satis- 
fied to give their labour at a lower rate 
than any organised section of the com- 
munity, Men in industry demanded 
their own price, “and those in 
agriculture should also insist on fair condi- 
tions, They were entitled to go to the sugar 
company.and request an increased price on 
the grounds that the conditions prevailing 
when the contract was entered into had now 
changed, He had hoped that the company 
would have done the decent thing and come 
to them, but when the directors met their 
only concern was the distribution of the loot 
collected from the farmer in the last twelve 
months. It was up to the growers to fight 
the company. 

Mr. 1). J. Corcoran, seconding the motion, 
which was passed, said that there was 
nothing sated about a contract unless that 
contract was just. 


FLAT RATE PAYMENT 


A resolution was adopted by a majority 
approving of payment to the growers. at a 
tiat rate per ton rather than.on the basis of 
the sugar content of the beet. It. was 
decided that the Association should undertake 
a eampaign to ensure that the growers would. 
be sufficiently organised, so that contracts 
for the 1938 beet crop would not be signed 
until the organisation had secured a very 
considerably increased price for the beet. 

At a special meeting of the association, 
held to amend the rules, Mr. M. Corry, T.D., 
had arrived when the 
organisation ought to be extended to all 
classes of farmefs, and it should be -possible 
to build up a decent non-political farmers’ 
organisation. 

Captain Redmond, Leix, seconded Mr. 
Corry s motion that the rules be amended, 
and it was passed unanimously. 

Mr. John N. Greene, chairman, and Mr. 
W. O'Callaghan, vice-chairman, were unanl- 
n.ously re-elected.
